(4) Three air operations were mounted during the period. On the 2^23 
of August, a flight was made to the Shksder area to alert Hil Shllaku for a 
drop three days later at an island rendesvoue on the Brin River. This 
flight was made per schedule but no reoeption fires were sighted. On these 
flights, as veil as on the 9/10 September leaflet drop, a large quantity 

of P/W material was dropped, ineluding the first two issues of 0HEEK.
